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LESSON: IN HOME DRESSMAKING 


Fashion Achieves a Noteworthy Success in this Simple 


Blouse for Sports or General Wear 


r HE latest blouses which the world of fashion parades are de- 
Wisner in their trig simplicity. One of the prette st models is 
the one pictured, and in addition to its charm it has the advan- 
tage of being very easy to copy. The front is cut away and finished 
with stitched bands which are ¢losed to the neck with the round collar. 
A yoke effect is gained by extending the back 
of the blouse over the shoulders and joining it 
to the gathered fronts. Straight cuffs finish 
the long one-piece sleeves, and there are pock- 
ets which may be omitted if preferred. 


The blouse, in medium size, requires 23¢ 
yards 36-inch material. To cut the 
model correctly so as to insure good 
lines and freedom from errors, place 
the tissue on the material precisely 
as shown in the cutting guide. With 
a crayon, mark the notches and per- 
forations distinctly, then put the 
seams together in their numerical 
order. 

First, sew the front band E to the 
opening,in front H, with neck edges 
even. Turn under, and fell remtain- 
ing edge over the seam. Lap right 
band over left, with center-fronts 
even, stitch lower lapped edges to position 
and finish for closing. ; 


Close underarm and shoulder seams, then 
sew collar to neck, with center-backs even. 
Sew cuff to sleeve, fold through center on 
line of large perforations, and fell remaining 
edge over the seam. Join free edges of cuff, 

% lap tosmall perforations, and finish for closing. 

Sew sleeve in armhole, with notches and small 

For Sports or General Perforations even, and bring seam of sleeve 

Wear to underarm ‘seam. Ease in ‘any fulness 

between the notches, holding the sléeve 

toward you as you work. Stitch trimming-band: on pocket, and 
arrange pocket on front of blouse agiillustrated.

MEXICO, CITY, March = = 25.— 
Yucatan’s large divorce colony to- 
day began an exodus for the 
state of Morallas and Sonora fol- 
lowing the decision of the Mexi- 
can Supreme Court that Yucatan’s 
divorce law is unconstitutional.
